At the end of subtitle A of title VI, add the following 

new section: 

SEC. 6ll. RETIREMENT BENEFITS FOR CERTAIN INDIVID-1

UALS INVOLUNTARILY SEPARATED FROM 2

THE ARMED FORCES SOLELY ON THE BASIS 3

OF REFUSING TO RECEIVE A VACCINATION 4

AGAINST COVID-19. 5

(a) IN GENERAL.—The Secretary concerned shall 6

treat a covered individual as an individual retired with 20 7

years of service in the Armed Force concerned. 8

(b) COVERED INDIVIDUAL DEFINED.—The term 9

‘‘covered individual’’ means an individual involuntarily 10

separated from the Armed Forces— 11

(1) solely on the basis of the refusal of such in-12

dividual to receive a vaccination against COVID-19; 13

and 14

(2) with more than 15, but less than 20, years 15

of service in the Armed Force concerned. 16
